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HE following notes ure ‘intended to supplemont thoso made on our family by 

' the late Rev. Pownoll Phipps, in his “ Life of Colone! Pownull Phipps ” 
published in ‘1894. 

My proofs of all statements will bo givon ina book that I hope to get 

printed, whon I have arranged-the results of my searches now being made in 
England and St. Kitts. 


Onr pedigree runs with no broak from 1570 onwards, and.our Arms have 
‘beon-used as now from 1664, 


The most interesting points on which we still’ want information, without, I 
fear, much chance of. finding ‘such, are :— 


(1)' The ancestors-and life of Robert Phipps of Nottingham, and the birth, 
life and will of his son George. 

(2) The baptismal entry of Francis, son of George Phipps; and the reason 
for his leaving Nottingham and coming to Reading, and, owing to 
the Civil Wars, the date of his marriage with Aun Sharpe. 

(3) The Will of Captain James Phipps, killed in St. Kitts 1689. 

(4) The origin of our Arms. 


Considering that so few attempts have been made to find out our Family 
History, I think we are fortunate in findisg so mach material availublo. 


Tam alao engaged in tracing the history of many other Phipps families, 
With none of whith do we appear in tho old days to have had any connection by 
marriage. 
Tho ocarliest mention of one form of our name is ut present that of John 
Phippe, born 1249, who in 1309, aged 60, swore to tho ugo of Robert, son of 
arin de Iusula of Bedford, his mun, therefore, was born in Henry the 
Third’s reign. A pre-Norman namo Fybba is found. 


Of the other form, John Phypus, Oupellan, is found in Leicestershire in 
1382, and Robert Phippes waa Rector of Ickford, Bucks in 1387 whilst his’ 
namesake was of Morton Volet (Folliot), Gloncs. in 1391. 


In Ireland Adam Feipo or Phepoe (a namo still existing) was a chief under 
Hugh De Lacy in County Meath in Henry 2nd’s reign. 


The earliest Phippessonne was of London in 1373. 
Nicholas Fyppes was a draper of Norwich in 1375. 


Walteras de zune was of Deddington in 1336 ; hero Phippses lived many 
generations, and at Hooknorton, Oxfordshire, near by, 1 think tho name will be 
found continnonsly from 138) to at least 1850, 


Lauds at Fippesdeno, Wilts., are mentioned in 1394. 


Wiliam Phippos, armigor or yeoman, of Sonth Dnffiold, York, was outlawed 


= ae part in tho battle of Wakefiold in 146). He is also described us ot 
Wreasil.

I have no record of the name in Northumberland, Cumberland, Westmore- 
land, Durbamw, Co:mwall, only one in Wales, and none in Scotland, except that 
of an Officer of Ordnance sent by Cromwell from England. 

I have tried particularly to find out Colonel William Phipps, who raised a 
regiment of Horee for King Charles the First: but I have found only a Doctor, 
Lit.-Colonel Robert Phipps who, in 1641, refused to receive King Charles into 
Coventry, and then spent £1,000 on raising two regiments against him; but in 
1661 he scems to lave subscribed £2 to Coventry’s present to King Charles the 
Second. 

Until lately it haa been the custom to think that all those of the name must 
be connected. Inreality every country scems to have one or more families of 
tho name, and in few cases have I found any connection. 

Marriages between two of the namo are found in 1699, 1702, 1708, 1778, 

.1848, 1850, 1906 and two in Ireland in the cighteenth century. 

I possess Abstracts of most Phipps Wills in the P. C. O. and of many found 
in othor Registries in England, and algo in that of St. Kitts, and shall be glad 
to correspond with anyone interested. 

Iam indebted to Mrs. J.C. Jeaffreson for pormiasion to reprint several of 
the letters published by the late Mr. J. Q. Jcaifreson in his book “A Young 
Squixe of the Seventeenth Century,” which contuins many Iettera written to 
our ancestor, Captain James Phipps, of St. Kitts.

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Since the publication in 1894 of “The Life of Colonol Pownoll Phipps ” 
by the late Rev. Pownoll Phipps, a good deal more has beon found ont about 
oor Ancestors. Starting with the idea of learning more of Francis Phipps of 
Reading, died 1668, I fonnd at once in 1909 this Francia’ statemont to the 
Herald at Reading in 1664 abont his Father and Grandfather who both lived at 
Nottingham, of which fact we had previously no knowledge. 

Since then, I have extonded, so far as time and money allowed, my searches 
to nearly evory county in England, and to (roland, New England, and to the 
West Indios, especially to the Island of St. Christopher. 

So far as I have gone at present, 1911, [have proved, as I shall show in 


futaore pamphlets— 

(1) That betveen 1550 and 1810, the name of Phipps was ao fairly coni- 
mon one in most English Counties, especially in Gloucestershire, 
Warwickshire, Northants, Leicestershire, Oxford, Bucks, and 
Middlesex. 

(2) That in no case has the name becn proved to have risen from Phillips, 
and that in only one case (the Phippses of Woclesfield, co. York), 
ig there any Suspicion of this having happened. 

(3) That the name of Phip, Phipp, etc., is probably a slightly older 
variety of the name, and that cases are known of Phip becoming 
Phipps. In our own family the namo was nevor spelled other- 
wise than Phyppes, Phippos, or Phipps. 

(4) That the occurrence of the namo, evon in the same town, or with the 
same Christian name, is by no means a sure proof of connection 
or identity. There were 3 Robert Phippeses in Nottingham about 
1580, and several Francis Phippses about 1680 in England. 

(5) That probably no connection existed betwoeu Colonol William Phipps, 
said to have raised a rogiment of borse for King Charles 1 (bnt 
of whose existence I have no proof), our own T’rancis Phipps of 
Reading and 2 of his eons James ond Sir Constantine Phipps, and 
lastly Sir William Phipps, Governor of New England, whe kuew 
Constantine and bore the samo arms, but was probably of a family 
living near Bristol. 


I will now deal with soma members of our Family. 
ROBERT PHIPPES of Nottingham ig the first ancestor of whom I am certain, 
There were many of the name of Phipps in Nottinghamshire and the neighbouring 
- counties before 1630. 

A Joha ffypps, cordwayner had a shop, house, ond lands in Nottingham, 
and died in 1569. His Will refers to his son Robart, daughter Isabell, hia 2nd 
wife Johanne, and toa Robert ffypps of Lenton who had 3 sons then living. 
It was probably this sou Robort who married at St. Petor’s, Nottingham, in 
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1588, Alice Cadman who died in 1590, He then married Margorie......... who died 
1592. He married thirdly in 1594 at St. Nielolas Jono Warde. He was probably 
a cordwayner (Shoemaker) and a Sherilf of Nottingham in 1574. He was buried 
at St. Nicholas in 1626, and in his Will mentions a son Anthony fippes, a son 
Mathew Ifyppes, 3 daughters, and his wife Joane. In the Register of Burials 
ho is described as “Mr. Robert Phipea.” the prefix being then the cquivalent of 
“ Goentloman”. There were also Phipyses ab Radford, close to Nottingham. A 
Rohort Phipts was buried there in 1571. The Robert Phippes of Lenton alluded 
to above was perhaps the R. P. of Radford, who died in 1589, a husbandman, 
leaving a wife Johanna, and 3 sons Richard, Henrie, and John (who left des- 
cendants there), A Robert Phippes was a witness of this R. P’s Will. 

At Bobber’s Milno,, Radford Milner, in 1563 Emottu Phipps was the widow 
of Joho Barker. 

Several of this name lived at Beson (Beeston, near Nottingham). Ip 1597 
o Jobn Phippes, labourer, “a plain simple man ”, bronght a suit against Richard 
Turrye, who had given him to onderstand that if,as “a lono man” Phippes 
could find it in big heart to marry his sister, he would give hin £20. “ After 
some conference with the sister, finding her tractable to his mind, the plaintiff 
fell in great good liking of her and thereupon there was a marringe presently 
concluded” ete. 

In 1566 a John Phips married at Attebborongh Eliz.. Epersom: At this 
place the Iretons were born. 

Other Phippses are found at Gedling in 1561, Trowell in 1598, nt Gotham 
in 1662, Ratcliffe on Sore 1620, etc, and the name appears near Nottingham 
down to 1810. 

In the neighbouring county. Derbyshire, we find in 1411 that “ Dominna 
Johannes Pupus”’ (Sir, John Pypys, the title being given to priests down too 
late date), was Chaplain to the Guild of the Holy Cross at Choaterfiald. This 
was perhaps the John Phypus, in 1382 a capellan, lately of Manor of Ashby 
Magna, county Leicester. 

In 1473 Henry Phyppe was Vicar of Etvall. 

In 1482 John Pypes was Chaplain of Chesterfield, and is porhaps the same as 
Sir John Puppys, Bxecutor, in 1485, of the Will of Henry Foljambeof Walton and 
Chesterfield ; but I do not think any connection between Pypes and onr name 
has, been established. 

In 1495 Robert Phyp or Fypp was Vicar of Alfreton.. 

ee Phyppes and Harry Phyp were husbandmen of Weston on Trent, 
in 1560. 

To the South, Leicestershire provides several old Willse—1521 Henry Fypps 
of Loughborough, 1537 Thomas Fyps of Cosington, with his sons Jon Fype 
and Robert Fyps, in 1559 John Fyppos of Thedingworth, in 1592 Robert Phippes 
of Rearsby, ete. 

To the East, in Lincolnshire the namo is very rare. 

In Warwickshire I have found many old Wills, chiefly those of ycomen; 
about 1600 there were families of some standing at Maxstoke, and at Kenilworth 
or Killingworth. 

But between all these and our Robert Phipps, I have aa yet established no 
connection, It was, us [ think, our ancestor, who married llth December 1570 
(proved) at’ St. Mary, Nottingham, Isabell Brounley, then spelled sometimes

Brownlow'or Bromley, whose family was probally of Notts and Deibyshire. 
Thoy lived in the parish of St. Nicholas, where Isnboll was buried 18th July 1585, 
a fow mouths after the other Robert P. of this parish had married Alice Cadman. 
(It must be remembered that in those days two or even three children might he 
called by the same Christian namo.) 

According to the statement mado in 1664 by theic grandson Francis Phipps 
of Reading to the Herald. their children were “ George P.of Walton Hall, near 
Nottingham, William, and Authouy.”’ 

At none of the three Nottiugham churches cau I find George’s baptism 
recorded, but at St. Nicholas’ 1 bave found the baptisms of the following 
children of Robert Phippp—1575 William. 1577 Heuryeo, 1580 Robert (buried 
182), Elizabeth 1582, 1583 Anthony 1585 John (? Jone, and ? died 1555), 
Einot, daughter, baptized 18-7-1568, the day of her mothez’s burial, apparontly. 

Presumably our Kobert Phipps attended bia son’s wedding in 1606, for the 
marriage licence bond is signed by “ Robert Phippes” aud be is described as 
“of Nottingham, gent”. 

Unfortunately he seems to have left no Will: but on 18th Jaunary 1616-6 an 
Administration of the gooda of Robert Phippes, late of Baker, diveese of York 
(in which Notta lay), deceased, wus granted to Goorge Phippes, the inventory 
being onder £40. 

Baker is a place now onknown, unless it be Baniker Farm; porhapa it 
was a mistake for u trade. Of Hobert’s two younger sons 1 kuow no more. 

His eldest son GEORGE might possibly have been the G. P. who on 30th July 
1600 conducted 50 men levied 11 Derbyshire to Chester, (Hist. MSS. Commn . 
X11, Parts 4, 5, page 263). His marriagy licence runs ‘4 Jae, 1, Sept. 22, 
Geo. Pbippes of Nottingham, gent, and Aune Power of Edwalton, widow. 
Bond by Robert Phippes of Nottingham, gent, aud John Bmwaclow, (signs 
Browloe, and seals with the Brownlow arms) of Ileynor, co. Derbie, gent. 
Witnesses John Tibberd, William Lupton, St. Marie, Nottingham.” The mari- 
riage Registor at St, Mary shows “24th September 1006 Bk. (Mur. scems to 
huve been inserted a littie after the original entry) George Phipes and Mrs. Anne 
Powre.” This Anne was said by her sdu Hraucis Phipps of Reading to have 
heen “ daughter to.........Elliot and relict of John Power.” The Visitation of 
Notts. show that she was daughter of William Elliot of Stoke, co. Notts. 
have found Wills of Ellotts of Stoke upon ['rent, husbandmen, 1568 and 1570, 
but no proof yet. She married first, (not later than 1596 ?) Jolu Power, son 
of Christophe: Power, gentleman, both of Kdwaltun, some miles South of 
Nottingham, 1n Jaw suits of 1626-7, in which she is deseribed as widow of onc 
George Phippes, her second husband, ghe says that upon her marriage with John 
Power, his tather Christopher settled on her the lease of u capital messuago i 
Edwalton, in consideration of money paid by William Elliot he: futher, ubout 20 
(sic) years ago. (This deed was really made on 3]st July 2 James |, | think, but 


ifso, this was bardly “on her marriage”: for the Visitution of Notts cuys that - 


by Join Powor, who died about July 1604, 8 children, Josna, Josoph, Nathaniel, 


Francis, Fraucis (who all d. 3. p.), und Samewell, Richard, Daniell, all tureo 


under 21in 1606 and tho last two living in 1627.) The lease refered to was pro- 
hably of Kdwalton Hall, called by Francis Phipps “ Walton Hull” now no longor 
existing, though opposito tho Church is an cuclusure called “ ‘Tho Hall Close.”

The landlord was “the Right Worshipful George Chaworth of Harthill Esq.,” 
according {o Christophor Power's Will, and the Chaworth Musters family 
still own land at Edwalton? Unhappily 1 have been unable to get permission 
to see the Manor Rolls, which would belp mo considerably. In 1626 Anne is 
said to havo made claim to “a great quantity of ye said ground” according 
to ber brother-in-law, George Power. 

Upou his marriage with Anne, our George Phipps evidently settled at 
Edwalton in his wife’s house. Tho oldest Church Register of Edwalton has 
almost perished from former neglect, but about 1610 is part of o baptismal entry 
of a name that wvas probably Phipps, aud this might have beon the proof of 
Francis Phipps of Reading’s birth. 

George was alive in Jannary 1615-6 (see the Admon referred to above) 
and died before 1626; but he, like his father, most unfortunately icf no 
Will that can be found. Iuthe PCC is an Admon granted 2lst Juno 1616 
to Anne Phipps, relict of George Phipps, tate of Utlington, co. Lincola; if these 
be tho same it is hard to see why they moved to this country, though their 
connections the Brounleys went about then to Axholmo in tho North of tho 


County, Uffington being in the extreme South, on the borders of Northants. Also 


the date «af this man’s death is only six mouths later than that of our George's 
father, Robert, In 1627 Aune Phippes of Nottingham, widow, guardian in 
soccago to hor aon Francis, mortgaged to William Gregory a messuage iD 
Nottingham worth £7 a year, which she tried to recover in 1634, probably with- 
out success, Gregory says tbat he paid £88 for the premises, and thut Francia, 
who was of full nge in 1627, made in 1634 “ such confession in the Court of Re- 
quests, that the latter ruled against him. The odd thing is that in Anne’s Bill 
of 1634, her aon Francis associated with her in the Sill is described as ‘ boing 
about 17 yearsold”’, this last sentence being scored through. It is uncertain 
when his wife died, bat an Ann Phipps was baried at St. Nicholas, Nottingham, 
2ist March 1637-8. 

It is curious that in February 1638-9 the Will was proved of Anno Power of 
Kenellworth, co. Warwick, widow, in which sho alludes to bor brother francis: 
Phipps (of the same place). 

Our George and Anne Vhipps had two Sons, Francis and Caleb, and 2 
pe Anne and Judith, according to this Francis’ statoment to the Herald 
in 1664. 

Dealing first with the 3 younger children, 1 havo found no record of 
Anne or Judith Phipps, One other Phipps of Evgland has been called Jadith. 
Their brother Caleb was perhaps the gaddler of that name, of Smythy Kow, 
Nottingham, who was licenced ou 10th Decomber 1634 to marry at Radford 
Ellenor Lawbe, of St. Nicholas, Nottingham: ber father way have been John Lambe, 
parson of St. Nicbolas, Caleb was alivo in 1650, and his brother Francis in the 


_Visitn. of Berks 1664 shows him os “ dyed without issue,” but St. Mary’s 


Register, Nottingham shows, 22nd May )666, ‘Culeb Phips baricd.” His 
childvon’ were Edward, Anne, George (buried 1667, whose £0 Culeb was 
horied at St. Peter’s, Nottingham, in 1675), Elizabeth, Joshua (buried 1688 ?) 
and Mary. His wife was buried at St, Mary’s in 1672. 

His elder brother, FRANCIS, our ancestor, was born in 1610,a3 he was 54 iu 
1664 (Visitn. of Berks). He was probably a boy when his fathor died, and his 
mether may havo apprenticed him to somo relation or friend at Reading, Berks, 
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for tho Will dated 1652 of Tanfield Vacholl (of a well known Reading family) 
refers to “ Francis Phipps, formerly my servant ’’ a title then ‘given to appren- 
tices, 

Tbo name ia not often found in Reading: n John Phipps was Mayor in 1564 
and a Thomas Phipps of St, Mary's pariah had children in 1621 and 1624. At 
Swallowfield and Shinfield, villages a few miles away, there was a Phipps family 
from 1979 to 1699 which ended by a daughter marrying a George Phipps of an 
Oxford famiiy. 

Tt was probably about 1640 that Francis Phipps bought the Beare Inn at 
Reading from Mr. Payne Cantrell, for in August 1643 he petitioned the Cammon. 
wealth Secretaries for some 87 ponnds paid hy him, when imprisoned in Windsor 
Castlo, to Golonel Venn, Governor of the Castle. Part of this claim was for 
wines seized from hia Inn at Reading by Commissary Blunder. 

Apparently he was released from the Castle in 1643. The only possible 
clue to the renson for his imprisonment is given in a letier written in 1748 by 
George Phipps of the Phipps family of Ecclesfield, co. York, ‘o Sir Constantine 
Phipps, grandson, In this he eays ‘Sir Corstantine’s father (7. ¢., our 
Francis Phipps), was Colonel under Sir francis Wortley when ho drivo (sic) 
Hotham into Hull. After that Str Franois was taken prisoner and carried to the 
Tower and died there. Colonel Phipps was taken prisoner to Windsor Castle.” 
This would be very satisfactory, but he xlso snys What makes his whole letter 
seem untrustworthy. “The family suffered very much in King Charles’ warrg, 
Sir Constantine's grandfather lost in money and Lande and Stock ahont £20,000. 
He dealt. n great deal in iron worka, which Stock (Old Noll) suld for ready money 
to pay his soldiers.” Now I have proved that Sir Constantino’s grandfuther, George, 
war dead in 1627, and had he heen ever a rich man, his name weuld certainly have 
occurred in Chancery suits of Notts Records. Tho letter also says: “There 
are two familys of the Phipps, so that Mr. Townley, York Herald, did uot 
know of which family Sir Constantine Phipps desconded.” The grandfather 
of the writer pf this letter had a brother Richard Phipps of Wortloy, who had 
some property, and another brother William, who may just possibly have beer 
the traditional Colonel William Phipps said to have been a yeoman of co, Lincoln 
and to have raised a Regiment of Horse for King Charles Ist. 

Tn no caso has our Francis over been alluded to as Colonel, as would surely 
else have been done. 

In 1652 our Franois, deseribed as Innholder of Reading, had o lawsuit with 
one Peter Coxe, vintner, of London, to whom Francis owed in 1643 £264, since 
when there was no trade between them. 

Francis Phippa’ first marriage was with Avis, widow first of one Fostor, 
secondly of John Hicks, vintner, of St. Lawrence, Reading. Jolin Hicka died 
in 1640, so tho marriage must have taken place between them and 1651 when 
Avis Phipps alias Hicks of Reading probably died, as an Administration was 
then granted to Francis, d.b.n. No mention of this. wife was mado at the 
Visitation of 1664, where all his children are shown as by Anne duughter 
of Sharpe: his eldest child was born in August 1644, so 1 think his firat wifo 
Avis must have died very soon after a marriage aboat 1641. In this caso 
Francis’ second marriage with Anue, daughter of........Sharpe of Cirencester, 
mnst have taken place in 1643. Sharpe isa common name in Reading im that 
time, possibly this Sharpe settled thero, By his Will, which has not beon found 
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he left £20 to his daughter Anne, our ancestross; his widow, Anne, married a 
widower Thomas Hilman, of Maidenhead, inn-holdor, who died in 1645, whilst 
she died in 1655 her Will mentions land at Bray, Bucks. Her sister was Mary’ 
Flower, By Ann, Francis had 9 children, of whom 7 anrvived in 1664. 

In 1648 Francis Phipps was member of thn Vestry of St, Mary’s, Reading, 
and contiuned so 11] 1652, In 1649 he was also Surveyor of the Highways. 
Before 1649 he had a leaso of some land at Stoke next Guildford from Jolin 
Smalpicce, as appears in ® law-suit in which ho ig described only as “ ono Francis 
Phippes, gentleman’’. 

In Juno 1657 Frauncis Phippes of Reading, gentleman, was a defendant 
with Dame Roso Blagrave of Rending in a suit brought by Alice Newberry of 
Tileburst, Berks, widow, abont a close called Minnams leased to tho first named. 

In 1661 ho appealed, ag an Innoholder of Reading, to Secretaries Nicholas 
and Morica for confirmation in the place of Postmaster at Reading granted to 
him on 19th March 1660 by the Council of Stato, saying that his enjoyment 
thereof is prevented by Thomas Contes of Roading who pleads right from the 
lato authorities, 

On 17th January 1663-4 he witnessed the Will of his friend Constantine 
Skinner of Tidmarsh, Nequire. It seems certain that it was to this friendship 
that we owe tlio introduction of the name of Consiantine which occars 9 times in 
6 geverationa in onr-branch, and 10 times in 8 generations in the Mulgrave and 
Normanby line. In 1670 Owen Owona, of Reading, inn-holder, certitied that 
Thomas Levingston and his wife, and Constantyno Skinner were very good 
frionds and good guests to Francis Phipps, whilst he kept the Beare Inn in 
Roading, so that by reason of their courtesies and gifts to him und his children 
ho could not in reason deny them any civil request. 

However, we find from a suit of 1663 that on April Ist, 1661, on taking a 
lease of one-fifth of Boonham Farm, Borks, from Abraham Wandonbende of 
Konsington, Middlesox, Esquire, for 31 years, Francis Phipps went to Skinuer to 
ask for poaccable possession, which the latter refused. Apparently other land in 
question lay in Woolhampton, Aldcermarston, and Padwortham. 

In December 1663 Francis Phipps brought a suit against Henry. Boler, 
William Castle, and Edward Eldridge, in which it appears that he had advanced 
£134-15-0 to one Jolin Atkins to buy somo timber at Beenham from Levingaton 
and Skynner: in this muttor the co-beirs of Sir Poter Vanloro were also 
concorned. 

To 1665 Francis Phipps was appointed Executor with Jobn Yateman’ and 
John Dew of the will of 'homas Hart of Abinedon. 

In 1664 Windsor Horald Elias Ashmole, for Sir Edward Bysshe, Clarenceux, 
visited Reading, and enterad many pedigrees. One of these, in his writing, is 
headed “ Phipps of Reading’, and marked “Gratis”, but like many other snch 
papers, was not inoluded in tho final report, probably heeanse tho necessary foe 
had not heen paid. In anotaer placo Ashmole wrote “ Reading Hundred— 
Reading Towne—St. Maries—Fr. Phipps. Intr. gratis. (Intr. crossod ont) and 
under Uookeham Wundred, Binfield, “Tho. Bullock—frend to Fr. Phipps. 
Kiatred but refused to subseribe to it, but will app at Lond,” 

The paper is sealed with a small aeal, with helm and mantlet, and the arms 
shown are, sable, o trefoil slipped betiveen 8 mallets, argeaot. Crest, a lion’s 
jamb erect and erased sable, holding ercct a trofoil ag in the arms. 
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Tho papor is signed “ Ffea, Phipps’. 

“Aun, wife of Francis Phipps?’ was buried at St. Mary's, Reading, on 
12th July 1060. : 

The lato Mr. Jeaffresoo in “A young Squire of the 17th Coutury” wrote 
somewhat cryptically “ Dying in 1660 Colonel Johu Jeatfresou survived his 
wife Mary Parkyus by several years; and afley tho death of his children's 
inollor, he married a secoad wife who closed her widowhood with the second 
marriage, whieb cused her step-son, Christopher Jeaffreson, to bo a brother by 
allinity to hor step-sons, James and QOoustautino Phipps.’ Now it is obvions 
that Colonel Jeaffreson (the companion of (Sir) ‘Thomas Waruor in tirat 
colonizing tho Islaud of St. Curistopher’s in 1623) did not many the widow of 
Francis Phipps, so the extract mast mean that Francis married Oolonol 
Jeallveson's widow, and this mast have boon belweor 1660 and 1667. But Francis 
Phipps, in his Will dated and proved in 1668, uautious no wife, and the Registera 
of SL Mary's show no mention of auy one who could be such uutil 10th 
Decomber 1682, when we find “ Buried, Mrs, Phipps, widow.” ‘The accounts 
nlgo of Fraacis’ Execeutora mention no sucli person, though given.ia proat 
dotail. If it be suggested that it was Francis, eldest son of our lrancis, who 
matried this widow, we havo tho dilliculty that Christopher Jeuffroson in many 
letters always alludes “with fraternal affection’ to hia “dear . brothors,"’ 
Captain Jamosa Phipps and Sir Constautiue Phipps, a title ho would hardly 
give to the brothers of his step-mothor’s second huabiud. Of this friend of 
the family, Christopher Jeaffreson, move will bo sail later; it was undoubtedly 
duo to his suggestion that our ancestor Captain James Phipps joined him in St. 
Kitts, 

Tho Will of our Francis’ Phipps is at Somorset Hou3e, U0, 69 Tene, and 
is dated 28th January 1667-8, 19 Charles 2. It begins ‘I Francis Phippes 
the elder of Reading, gent, being sicke and weake iu kody but of sound and 
perfect mind und memory (Praysed be Almighty God for the samc) commend my 
soule to God and my body to Christian buriall.” He left Lis daughters Mary 
and Anna £50J each, his son Fraucis £20 n year till they are paid and property 
in Burghfield, Berks; to bis son Georgs £500; to his son Thomas tho Bear 
Inne bonght from Mr. Payne Cantrell, aud £20 a year: he mentions leuse of a 
messuage in Castle Street, Heading, in occupation of John Evans, clothier : to 
his two yonngest sons James and Coustantino Phipps €500 ench, to be paid 
at 21: to his maid servant Wlizabeth Campion money and wages. Exccutora, 
John Blagrave of Arborfield, Berks, Esq. ‘Thomas Soikes of Reading, gent., 
Thomas Bullock of Binfield, gent. Recourse to be had, if difkeulties arise, to: 
Kdward Dalby of Reading, Esq. Esecators to undertake education, providing for, 
and placing forth of children. Witnesses, Francis ungerford, Roger Pendleton, 
‘Tho Will was proved Jst May 1668. 

At St. Mary's, Reading, ia the entry, “120th February 1667-8, buried 
Francia Pbipps.” 

Peter Le Nove in-his “Memoranda in Heraldry” says “ Sir Constantine 
Phipps’ Father kept Lhe Bear Inne in Reading, Borks."’ 

Of tho Executors, ‘Thomas Seikea “ managed the trust, and found it vory 
troublesome, wilh divers law-suits, 80 le employed a Mr. Hall to manage the 
estate till 1679, whon a Mr. Gyles Winton took his plaee.”” The other 
Excentors paid moneys to the children, aud sold Iands in Burghfield to Samuel 
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Christopher for £1,575, out of which they sntisfied Francis, the eldest son, and 
Mary, his sistor. ‘‘ Vrancis Phipps’ debts were mach greator than imagined, 
and the estate fell short, 80 that by reason of divers law-suita, a daughter, 
Auna’s portion of £500 could not bo satisfied. Mary agreed to pay part of the 
logs.”’ John Blagrave says that he spent £50 over, out of his own moneys, aud 
that the luud at Burghfield would have paid, but for great disturbances and 
law-suits theraabout. 
Tho premises there lay untenanted for a long time, with very little profit. 
Tho Executora’ accounts date from 4 days after the funcral, and are very 
interesting tous. The cash totals of sums showu ns received come to some: 
£1,192.

(1) Francis, baptized 2nd August 1644, (at St. Mary’s Reading, as were all 
F eetul fies the following.) He was at King's College, Cambridge in 1664, 1670 
Zon. Grtleg. ,=¢ end 1675. Ho replies in a Chancery suit of Novr. 1676, as Francia 
ape grr ee Phippes, gentleman, toa bill by 9 sister-in-law, in which he denies 
i y, ‘+71 that he ever gave ont that his father was not of sound mind at 
Seluli © Hey the time of making his Will. In November 1682 he was “tin the 
QAL Ga, C47 Lf country "as Christopher Jeaifreson saya, writing from London to Cap- 
( kewtl ng ° tain Jumes Phipps at St. Kitts, and describing a feast given to James’ 
relntions by Christopher with money scnt from St Kitts. Etetat 
ittstertrin that Wo wadmet the Francis Phipps, Fellow of King’s Col- 
lege, B. A. 1666, M. A. 1670, B. D. 168], Vicar of Blockley, Wor- 
ceater 1678-81, Rector of Upton on Severn 29th October 1681, died at 
the Palace, Worcester 2nd September 1683, buried in St. Nicholas, 
Woreester, where there is a murnl Inscription, showing Arms the 
same as our family’s. The latter’s wife was Bridget dunghter of James 
Pleetwood, D. 1)., Bishop of Worcester : she inherited her husband's 
property by his nuncupative Will. More—prebably he—was—the— 
/ Abie ema, een SO MO” 
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Francis Phipps, of St. Martin’s in the Fields, meal factor, who by his 
Will dated 4th April 1698-9, proved 4th April 1699, left one-third 
of his property to his daughter Grace, rest to his wife Grace, 
witnesses Thomas and John Jemmatt ; in 1726 we tind Grace Phipps 
widow, of St, Giles, Keadiug, widow, aged 49, referring to 
her late father Mr. Thonas Jommatt of Reading, and in the sime 
year Philip Vaughan, Rector of St Giles’, Reading, marricd Grace 
Phipps, spinster, of Reading, and in his Will then made left Grace 
Phipps widow a ring. 


(2) George, baptized 30th Septembar 1645. THe waa not, a3 wa thought, 
the George Phipps of High Green, Eeclesfield, Yorkshire, who be- 
longed to « family of Howbroak and Tankersley, und who wrote a 
letter veferred to above to Sir Constantive Phipps’ graudaoa. 
Of this family Lady Scott-Gatty is now the representative. They 
used the same arms, and Samuel Phipps, an eminent lawyer, wno 
died in 1791, left money to the Mulgraves and was Executor of the 
will of our James Jarvel Phipps, M. P., Peterborough, but I have 
found no connection betweea the families, though Nottioghom 
and Tankersley aro not very far apart. George was alive in London 
in 1674, and possibly in 1706, a3 we find Sir Constantine Phipps 
becoming a Bencher then as‘3rd son of Francis Phipps of 
Reading, deceased, ” which, if my supposition in para. (1) is correct, 
we may take gS meaning 3rd surviving son. I know no more of 
him. 


(3). James, baptized 28th November 1649. Probably he died young, as 
he is not shown in the Visitation of 1664, 


(4) Thomas, baptized 13th March 1650-1. In his Will dated 10th Tune 
1671, proved 1671, he is described a8 of Staple Ion, London, geu- 
tleman, and leeves his son Thomas, under 21, the rents ofa 
freehold property, part of the Beare Inn, Reading, left him by his 
father ; £100 at 23 yenrs of age to the son to be born to me”, to 
his wife Elizabeth £20 a year. Hisfriond was John Slanbroke, 
chirurgeon of London. Ino law-snits of 1673 and 1680 this son 
Thomas, the younger, is co-defendant with the Executors of Francis 
Phipps, the elder, in the bills brought by James and Constantine 
Phipps. In 1676 the widow “ poor distressed oratrix Elizabeth 
Phipps” brought a similar suit against the Executora of Francis, 
and against Francis Phipps, Junior, who in his reply denies 
knowledge of hia’ brother Thomas’ marriage and says that if 
‘Thomas bad any male issue such issue is several years dead, for he 
ig informed that Klizaboth pretended to have bad a son, residing 
in King Street Westminster, sometimes in a certain house and 
gtrect ia Covent Garden, but no sach person could over bo heard 
of at these places. He knows nothing of Thomas’ Will. Tho Exe- 
cutors of Francis the elder make a similar reply in 1678, saying 
that they were credibly informed tho child was doad, and that 
Elizabeth refused to bring him with her to them. A hint of the

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conclusion of the mattor may be given by St. Mary’s Register, 
“Ist August 1699. Buried Elizabeth Phipps, a prisner”. 


In connection with this name Thomas, it is curious to find tbat Christopher 
Jenilreson twice refors to a Mr. ‘Thomas Phipps Phipps with hia “lady and 
kinewomnn,” who in 1682 uttended tho dinner referred to above. The double 
name seems very cvrions. Can Thomas have married ono of the Phippses of Swallaw- 
Held, close to Reading, and have given his son the name in consequence ? 


(%) Ann, baptized 26th June 1652, buried 7th Septomber 1656. 


(6) JAMES baptized 10th June 1653, our ancestor, whose life will be told 
in Part 2. Starting by being apprenticed to Mr. Stamper, 
miltiner of London, be went, 1 think in 1675,10 the West Indies, 
following Christopher Jeaffveson, and in 1677 waa Provost Marshal 
of Antigua. In 1681 he sold 200 acres there to Mr. Thomas 
Tvakine, and ig found in 1683 at St. Thomas, Middle Island, St, 
Kitts, as Member of Council for that Island. In 1682 he gent 
letters from St. Kitts to Constantine Phipps. In 1687 he was 
Muster Master of Sir Nathnuill Johnson's Company of Foot there, as 
Captain, and also of Colonel ‘Thomas Hill's Company of Foot. 
From May to November 1685 he was in England, bringing home a 
“ protty daughter’’ with him, whom he left at school in tho care of 
his brother Constautine. In 1683 he was on a St. Kitts’ committee 
to prepare Forts. Ho was associated’ with Constantine in several 
law-suits against their father’s Executors, ond was also at school 
with him, in London with him, and in correspondenco with him 
from St. Kitts. His Will can hardly exist now, but Christopher 
Jealfreson und Colouc! Pym of Nevis (who was Constautive’s 
nephew and therefore probably married » daaghtor of James) were 
his Executors npon his death in 1€89, being shot in the shoulder 
in the Siege of St. Kitta by the French, from which wound he died, 
*mueb lamented by ull.” With the other members of Council he 
signed in 1684 av address to King Charles 2, sending their “late 
but hearty tender of duty from us who casting « speculative optic 
on the black and hellish desigos of that vast number of bloody 
miscreants and king-killing men against your sacred person pray 
ever for your safely”. Of hisson, Francis, it is suflicieut here to 
say that mosh is now known: he was a Colonel in the local {forees, 
Member of Couneil, 1 prosperous planter, and father of a large 
family. It is from one of his sons, Constantine, that we descond. 

(7) Mary baptized 4th July 1654. On ith Wobrnary 1672-3 she 
married at St. Mary Aldermary, Loudon, us Mistress. Mary Phipps 
of Reading, Berks, by licence, Mr. Johu Jackson, Reetor of Lee, 
Kent. The licence is recorded. Shic seenis to have had 7 children 
at Lee, and died probably on 10th February 1684-5. She attended 
with her husband the dinuer given with her brother James’ money 
at the Sun Tavern, Loudoun, iu '!682. Wer brother Constantine 
spent 3 weeks af Lee with bev in 1681, and her unhappy sister 
Ann was married from Lee in 1675. 
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(8) and (9) Annand Constantine, danghter and son of Francis and Ann 
Phipps, baptized 18th November 1656. 

Ann’s marriage licence rmus: “ Aune Phipps, of Lee, spinster, about 18, her 
parents doad, lic. to marry George Keaves of St. Augustine's, London, bachelor, 
26, dated 21 Saptember 1675. She at disposal of Jolin Blagrave of Arborfield, 
Berks, Esq., anil Thomas Bullock, of Bindtield, Berks, gent., who consent. At 
Tee aforesaid”. ‘The marriage took place on 23rd September. In 1694 the 
Executora of francis Phipps, however assert tliat Anne married without their 
knowledge, that her inheritance of £500 was to be laid ont by Mr. Jackson, her 
brother-in-law, and Constantine Phipps, in lands in Kent, Surrey, or Essex. 
They say that George Reeves’ ostate, an insuficiont one, was iu Virginia, and that 
lhe soon left the Kingdom, and left his wife destitute, tho Mxecutors advancing 
her money for her needs at intervals, ‘“ Upon information of her husband's un- 
kindness, she became very melancholy, and languished, and dyed.” News came 
that George Reeves was deail also, and in October Inst Constantine got an 
Administration of his sister’s goods. This resulted in a suit betweou the 
Executors and Constantine. Tho Executors aay further, in 1693, that George 
Reeves (stc) cohabited with his wife for 4 or 5 months, and then went beyond 
seas, leaving Anna in avery mean, low, condition, with nothing to maintain 
herself but her fortuno, as she often maintained : also that George Reeves hud 
nt the saine time another wife iu Virginia; and that her marriage’ took place with 
the approval of Constantine and hor other relationa. 

She too lived at Lec, Kent, for Christopher Jeaffreson says in 1686 “Our 
friends at Lee were lately very well, for I saw Madam Reeves.” 

Of Constantine much is known, though many mistakes have been made 
aa to bis parentage, which has been shown as grandson of a Colonel William 
Phipps, yeoman of Lincolnshire, said to havo raised « regiment of Horse for 
King Charles I: as son or adopted son of Sir William Phipps, Governor of 
New Eneland ; as of a family long established in Ireland; and as grandson of 
arich Yorkshire Phipps, ruined by Cromwell and son of a Colonel Francis 
Phipps who fought for King Charles at Hull with Hotham. Hois also said 
untruly, U think, to have been at school st Harrow. 

The truth is thatfbaving been at school at Reading with James his brother, 

< he waa on Febrnary 26th, 1674-75 sent to London, to his “master” possibly 
Mr. Thomas King, Milliner. Payments were made ou his behalf to a Mr. 
Jonathan Hart there, Mr. Ireland for his board, to Mr. Tredwell for leaching 
hin to write, and te Mr. Charde at Reading (?) for books. In June 1672 he 
was elected to a scholarship at St. John’s, Oxford, but roquested postponement, 
On November 2nd, 1674 (?) he went to a Mr. Reade at Ipsden about resigning 
au “ Vallowship”, On ‘llth February 1677-8 he was admitted to Gray’s Inn ag 
son of Francia Phipps of Read;ng, deceased. In 1678 and 1680 he with James his 
brother brought a suit againt bis father’s Executors to get their legacies. 

In November 1682 he attended the Phipps’ dinner at the Sun Tavern, 
London, giren with James’ money by Christopher Jeaffreson, with several rela- 
tions. Ohristopher tella James “ We drank your health and were very merry ’’. 
*TToe calls on me a9 he goss to Westminster Hall, and is one of the revellers of 
Gray’s Inne, where there are very groat doings this year.’ Again in 1683 * Oor 
good brother Constantine and I often drink your health, and especially wo did 
so the other day when he colivered me the enclosed. He talked of writing himsolf, 
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but for this time you will do charitably in accepting of his love and excusing 

him ; for that it is term time, and moreover the revelling, to which His Majesty 

was invited, and the preparations for Candlemas day ave very lawful exenses.” 

In 1683 “ Our brothe: Constantine and the rest of your relationa would not 
. permit me so much us to pay my share uf the overplua’’ of the dinner. 

“ They were all very civil to me; and without compliment, 1 have net an 
acquaintance in Hugland that I vallew more than our brother Constantine. A 
man of better principles, better judgment, or better hamour, 1 scarce know 
amoagat all my friends, I saw him last Saturday. He was then going duwn to 
Lee” to his sistera. 

1684 “Our brother Constantine is well, and wvirilem togam sumere will 
he his basinesse the next terme; when he axpeets a Inwfull call to the barre ; 
where I hope he will stand my friend, for I shall be proud of such « friend, 
into whose handsI can with so much confidence commit my interests im the 
businease, which he is now entering upon.’’ “Constantine is to be my counsell 
the next terme, and is in effect the same now. We are going into the country 
togethor at Easter about a Iuw husiness of mine”. September 1684 “Our 
brother Constantine Phipps has beep ont of towne these three weeka, at Mr. 
Jacksons’ at Lee, bat he has made two or threo trips to towne. We had ap- 
pointed to be merry together with Mr. Vickers at the fayer, but the rains pre- 
vented us. He was then very well ind designed to write to you.” 

In 1684 he was admitted as a barrister-at-law to the Middle Tomple. In 
October ho held wu brief for the proseeution in the trial of the Rev, ‘Thomas 
Rosewell, the non-conforming minister, at The King’s Becch for High Treason. 

On 12th October 1684 he married at the Middle Temple as * Constantine 
Phipps, Esy. of Middle Temple, bachelor, about 26, Mistress Catherine Sawyer, 
of St.; Catherine Ores Church, London, spinster, ubout 17. Consent of 
guardian, parents dead,” as shown in the marrisge licenso. His wife's fortune 
was £600. She waa the eldest danghter ol Georgo Sawyer of Bullingham, Here- 
foid (died 1665), eldest son of Sir Edmund Sawyer, knight, of Heywood, White 
Waltham, Berks. She was niece of Sir Robert Sawyer, Attorney-General, and 
was also consin of the Lord Keeper North. 

On 24th October, 1684, Christopher Jeaffveson writes to James Phipps iu 
St. Kilts. “The other watch, according to your order, I delivered to our 
brother Constantine Phipps, who upon Sunday last was a seven night entered 
into sacred bonds of matrimony to his own and all his frionds satisfaction. He 
was not long about it, but has made a very prodent choice. I have not seen the 
young lady,........csu for her own fortune she had n thousand or five handred 
poonds, I dent know which. But our brother tells me that the Attournry-General 
ndds one thongand pounds more to it. He gave the wedding dinner, und is ex- 
traordinarily kind to his niece and his new nephew; and this kindness of Sir 
Robert Saywer is to be esteemed a fortune of itself; for he, being Attorney- 
General, will not only countenance our brother and brirg him into practice, but 
hus also alrendy recommended to his cousin, Lord Keeper North, and to Sir 
Francis Withims, one of the Judges, who have both promised him all kindness and 
assistance imnginablo. Hoe will be introdaced to the Lord Chief Justice 
Geoffreys and several others. Which helps being piven toa man, qualified as he 
is in every respect of natural as well as acquired parts, it can hardly fail bat that 
ho will be a rising mun. God giving {a blessizg to his endeavours, and granting

kim long life and health (for which 1 shal! ever pray), I qnestion not bot he 
will rise to great bonours. And places of dignity best become such as he is; 
Whose good exsmple of piety, loyalty, temperance and sobriety will moro 
powerfally inflacnce those in a lower grado, than when they moved in the 
samo spehero with him..,...............Lot me not seem a flatteror because I say 
these truths to a brother............... T can assure you, I rejoyce in his good fertnne 
seovssccsereeeeté If DOW term tyme, whicb, with the amours at home with the 
yonng Jndy his bride, may prevent him writing to you by this ship, tho’ he told 
me he designed it, wben I ssyd I would advise you of your new sister. The 
Counsellor (Constantine) notwithstanding his late uuptiuls, is every day at: 
Westminster Hall, where we moet, and sometymes go out to drink your health, 
as becomes brethren.” In his next letter ho suys.: “All his ucquaintances 
adoro him as a rising suo”. 

In December 1684, he says: “Tho Counsellor grows a gioat practitioner and 
is like to be emivent. I expect to see him in print before Christmass, when 
2osewell, the Non-conformist Parson’s ‘trial’ comes forth (who is convicted of 
lfigh Treason ), Con. Phipps, Hsqro., who opened the matter, must fill 
the first pages of the booke with his ploadiugs. And likewise in the tryall of 
Mr. Hayes, he bore a part; but the prisouer was acquitted, haveing a favourable 


jury. My sister liowi8......... ......5 we wont together one duy this week to wuit 
on our sister Phipps, and to wish ler joy, hoping to have found our brother at 
home.........we met with u pretty obleiging young lady. She is a comely hand- 


some pourson, well-bred, courtly and Ingenuous, nud in every respect so well 
accomplished, that I hugely appland our brothor’s choice of a young lady, 
who scomes to promosse a]] the huppinesse that u man cun propose to himself in 
a good wifa”’. 

9th February 1685: “ Our brother Constantine Phipps is well. His lady 
hath had the small-pox, and was in somo danger, but is now recovered.” 
In January 1686 he writes to the Deputy Governor of St Kitts “ Madam Sydley 
is with child and is now made Couautess of Dorchester". It was her daughter, 
Lady Catherine Darnley who married the Earl of Anglesey, and had au only 
daughter, Tady Catherine Annesley, who married William, only son of Sir 
Constantine Phipps. 

In 1685, Constantine Phipps opened the case for the Crown in the trials 
for High Treason of Charles Bateman, John Feneley, William Ring, Elizabeth 
Goont, and ex-Sherifi Henry Cornish. He was slso Junior counsel for the 
Crown in the two prosecutions ia May 1685 of Titus Oates for perjury, at which 
time his brother Jomes Phipps may have been in London with him. He wus 
also one of the 5 Connsel retained for the defence of the Rev. Richard Baxter 
in 8 Sstate-trial for publishing a seditions libel, but the first threa connsels 
having only irritated the Judgo, “ Mr Phipps und Mr. Williams said nothing, 
for they saw it was to no purpose.” 

Before 28th Jannary (685-6 he must have lad a son (Robert) who died an 
infant. Until 1690 he lived probably in the parish of St. Dunstan's in the West, 
London, making visits to White Waltham, Berks, which place Hearne in 
his collections says was ‘‘ the place of nativity of the writer, and I remember 
when I was a boy, Sir Con. Phipps (then only Mr. Phipps) us’d to be at yt 
place for some time once a year, at Captain Sawyer’s, who was his wife's relation. 
Aud [ withall remember that a young lad called Constantine Phipps (being | 
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think Sir Constantine’s eldest son) dying of a consnmpiion at Captain Sawyocr’s 
was buried in White Waltham Church’) Dying from tho same disease his 
daughter Jane in 1713 was buried from London at White Wialllara, 

In 1691 and onwards ho lived in tho parish of St, Andrew’s, Holborn, 
In Juno 1686 Christopher Jeafireson wrote‘’............We went to sos our brother 
Constantino and his lady at Fulham, where they intend to spend most part of 
tho summer. Only he must altend his occasions. We were very merry and 
drank your good health in a glass of very good wine. I have seen him 
since, and imparted to him the good news I had thon veceived from Se. 
Christopher's”, ze. the safe arrival there of James Phipps. 6th Soptember 
1686: “Onr brother Constantine is gone the Welvh Cirenit”. In 1696-72 tho 
samo person wriling to Colonel Pym: in the West Indies recommends 
to him, as co-cxeeutor of Captain James Phipps, the lust named’s dnughtex 
Mistress Anno Phipps, “yo Captain’s eldest daughter, whom her uncle Counsel- 
lor Phipps (secing no other provision inade for her) took lome te his house, and 
to whom alone she hath been beholden ”. In the caucelled draft of this letter he 
says “Sho has been beholden to none but only to her uncle Constantine Phipps, 
Esquire, for her maintenance and education in'which he hath been extremely 
kind to hor and his Lady very obligeing.”’ 

In 1698, Constantino signed a memorial of Agouis to Massachusetts to the 
Council of Trades and Plantations, and in 1699 1 memorial of proprietors of 
Northern Colonies of America nnd Wost Indies, Among hie letters is ono 
written in January 1699-1000 as of the Middle Temple to John Caryll. In 1695 
his name oc¢nra in a marriage settlement between William Korr and Kathariue

In 1706 be was made a Beuchor, aos 3rd so BARES ns, gentleman, 
tate of Roading, Berks, deceased. From 1701 t0 1710 ho was Agent im England 


for the Colony of New England. Oldnixon says, when Conatantine presented to 
Queer Anne New England's address of congratulation on hor succession “ He, ene 
would think, was employed hecause ho was Sir William Phipps’ namesako for his 
future couduct shows that he had nmch more of the Papist than the Presbyterian 
inhim”. A London Tract of 1708 on “ Tho Deplorablo Staie of New England” 
saya “ Colonel Dudley had condemned and exceuted............ and the Liontonant- 
Governor of Now York. Mr. Conatuntine Phipps prosecuted tho ‘bloody’ 
matter with so much demonstration that eminent persons in beth Houses 
deolared it a Barbarous Murder.” 

In 1701 the New England Court mot and sent a new address with its former 
memorial to Mr. Constantine Phipps with £100 sterling money of England, 
to recompense his former servica. In 1706 tle Secretary of the Court read a 
letter from him, and in 1710 Mr. Sewall told the Comt that Mr. Constantine 
Phipps was their Agent, would none serve their purpose hut Sir William 
Ashunt ? 

The Arms on ‘Sir William Phipps’ tomb in London were the samo as onrs, 
Tn 1709 Constantine Phipps was Agent for St. Kitts. 

From 1710 to 1714 he was Lord Chancellor of Ircland, being knighted at 
Whitehall on 12th December 1710, and resigned the soals as one of the Loris 
Justices of Ireland on Sth October 1714, on the accession of George the First 
and rotived into private life. Genorul Ingoldshy was also one of tho Lord, 
Justicos in 1711, and it was probably his son who married Catherine one of 
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Constantine’s daughters, ard on whose hehalf Sir Constantine wrote to the 
Established Church Bishop of Limerick. Ingoldsby wished to stand for 
Porliament for Limerick but failed. Sir Constantine “wrote a peculiarly small 
and exceedingly neat hand and dried his letter to the Bishop with sand of a 
Bhining substance.” I have a specimen of his writing dated 25th April 1721. 

On 20th October 1714 he was presonted to the Vice-Chancellor af Oxford to 
receive the degree of Honorary Doctor of Civil Law: the renson of his D.C. L., 
(wrote the Bishop of Carlisle) given on George tst’s Coronation day, was for 
his wise conduct in Ireland ef propter insignem defensionem LHerois nostri 
Ozoniensis, The day seems to have been chosen to annoy the Whig Party. 

In letters of the time he was alluded toas “Mir Laur” and “ Mr. Plamb”. 
Tn 1716 a8 trustes of Lord Wharton, ho advised tho Jatter, to gain some action, 
* to act the madman whieh part ke performed to the life” thus succecding, Sir 
Constantino seems to have tried to get an appointment for his son William 
Phipps as registrar of somo forfeited ostates (in Ireland ¢). 

A letter is believed to exist. from Chriatopher Jeaffreson written to him in 


Ho defended the High Church Bishop Atterbury when “ on 6th May 1723 
the Bill came on before the Upper House, and Atterbury with his counsel was 
present. The lawyers did thoir very best for tho Bishop, and the great orator 
himself did evon better than hia lawyers.” 

Hearne says in 1723 “ Jost come out in folio Sir Constantine Phipps’ 
dofenee of Dr. Atterbury Bishop of Rochester, (’is said to bo partly. printed in 
Sir Constantine’s lifetime." 

In 1704 he attended tho funeral of John Veruon of Antigaa, who died ia 
Golden Square, London. 

In the Catalogue of the Sutherland Collection, 1837-8 we find a mezzotint 
of him mentioned “In Oval in contre arms, motto Virtute Quies. I Simon 
fecit” and in his Will he refers to“ my picture drawn by the Lord Bishop 
of Elphin formy wife and also hor owo drawn by Mr. Richardson,’ The 
mezzotint [ am gotting copied. 

He died in the Middle Temple on 9th October 17238, at the age of 68 
according to the memorial in White Waltham Church, but more probably at 67. 
Mawaon’s obituary anya wrongly he died on 2nd October. He was buried at 
White Waltham on lbth October 1723, as “Sir Oonstatine (s2c) Phips of 
London”. Hearne saya “October 12th, 1723, Saturday. On Wednosday last 
died that eminent Counsellor, Sir Constantine Phipps, who was Counse) for Dr. 
Sachevorel. October 19th, 1723. Saturday Sir Con. Phipps was intorr'd at White 
Waltham near Maidenhead in Berks”. The Latin memorial on his tomb says 
that his children Robert, Constantine, Frances, Thomas, Anne, all died infants, — 
danghter Catherine married Henry [ngoldshy, now living. Thomas and Jano 
Phipps, children, “ defunctus ". William Phipps married Gady Oatherine 
Annesley, he died Ist Febroary 1729, aged 31, Mary and Frances now 
living with Sir Con. Phipps’ wife. Below is written that his wife disd 30tb 
October 1728, aged 68 and was buried in the samo tomb. 

By his Will, dated 9th July 1720 ho left his wifo his house in ‘‘ Ormonde 
Street in which I now dwell, with the stablea, and the honao ia Bedford Row, St. 
Andrew's Holborn, now in possession of the widow Jeunens, and all my stablo 
yard called Olark’s yard on the north side of Theobald’s way, and my seats in 
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St. Georgo’s Chapel, with tho mats.” After various baqnests hosays “ Tho rest 
T leavo to my son William Phipps, on cundition that ho shall not claim any 
money whatever on account of any lottory tickets, or on account of the aflidavit 
oflico iu tho Chancery of Ireland, which was sold to me”. 

Tho schedule of plate includes “ the great silver taukard given mo by Mady 
Phipps, widow of Sir William Phipps”. 

fn a vodicil of 4th October 1723 he gave his wife tho lease of his Louse at 
Old Windsor, and acquits his gon William of uli amounts due for board of 
himself and the Lady Catherino, and of hia son and gorvauts. 

His Will was proved on 21st October 1723 befure William Phipps, Lh. D,, 
who belonged to another family. 

He was Steward of the Manor in which Cookham Dean lios. 

This letter of his wife is interesting, written in December 1712, to tho 
Duchess of Leeds, and signed K. Phipps. ‘ Madam, 1 retura your Graco 
thanks for letter, and for yr, concern for my family, wh. aro all well, oxcopt 
dr. Jano, who has boen in conaumption, sinco sho had small-pox, now at 
Curtown (?) with her sister ingoldsby. { om but jost como back from tloro, 
whither we went to carry my dr. homo to a very plossnnt place, bat alio { Mrs. 
Ingoldsby] very sickabreeding and mects with somo trouble with her 
mothor-in-law, who makes very unreasonablo demande of hor son, she is 
obstinate und a atroug humored woman, but wo hopo differences will end for 
tho advuutage of my son and dr. having tho right of theyer side. My dr. 
bogs her duty, and thanke your Graco for your lotler, nobody would moro 
joy to wait on yr. Graco, but I believe it will be winter Grst, sho being with 
child, and hex husband Sheriff of the County. I um concerned for tho 
misfortune and loss your Grace has had in your family, I hope your troublo 
will bo atan end, for I hear my Lord Marquis is to be married to my Lord 
Troasurer’s dr. which with tho happy mutriage of my Lady Duehess of 
Beanfort will, I hope, make Your Graco very casy, my congratulations to 
Your Grace on both matches. I did not do it svonor, but my life baa been uo 
porpetual hurry, but tho’ it made mo dolay paying my duty to Y.G. yet no 
hurry or trouble shall make me ceaso to be with the greatest duty aud rospect, 
Your Grace’s moat obedient humble servant. 

(Postscript) ‘* Mr. Phipps desire ¥. G, to accept of his humble duty and 
pray give mine to Lady Bregett.’’ 

A letter exists from Henry Ingoldsby, Dublin, to Sir Constuntine Phipps, 
Orniondo Sireot, in which he signs himself " your dutiful and most obedient 
son” and sends his duties, with his, wifo’s and childrens’, to him and “my 
Lady”, and sincero loves to his brother, Lady Catherine, and sistors.
